The reconatruction of the Jew- 
ish Quarter began at the end of 
1968 with the setting up of the 
Company for the Restoration of 
the Jewlsh Quarter by the Minis- 
terial Committee for Jcorusalem 
Affairs. The master-plan provides 
for a population of between 3,000- 
3,500 on 120 dunams, The area 
is as big og the Jewish Quarter 
has ever been and the popula- 
tion, though far less than the 
15,000 Jews who lived there at 
the end of tha 19th Santry, is 
nearly three times that of 1648. 

The housing standards adopted 
are spacious, with three to flve- 
roomed flats and one-family 
homes on an even more ambitious 
seale. In addition, the Jewish Quar- 
ter will have synagogues, yeshi- 


vot (with accommodation for 1,500 | 


students), cultural centres, and 
some 206 commercinl establish- 
ments such as art galleries, hook 
shops and souvenir stores. Tw 
small hotels are also planned. 
The architecture of the new- 
old: Jewish Quarter is designed to 
maintain its historical character 
rather than break new ground. 
Aceording to Mr. Avnieli, direc- 
tor of the Company for the Rea- 
foration of the Jewish Quarter, 
commonly referred to as the “Ha- 
vra," the aim js not to achieve 
‘imitation Moslem style" liut to 
integrate the new buildings into 
what remains of the old. Thus the 
old street pian of narrow alleys 
and passa e ways has been re- 
tained and this jn turn deter- 
mines the type of structure. The 
Company has been criticised for 
not salvaging enough of the old 
buildings but replies that they 
have been retained except where 
they were actually falling down. 


HE TEN groups of ar- 
chitects commissioned to 
plan the new Jewish 


Quarter have approached 
the preservation of its unique 
features in different ways. In re- 
stored buildings, they have left 
the old arches and domes (as in 
the complex of Sephardl syna- 
fogues).

A definitive Mendelssohn biography 


MOSES MENDELSSOHN: a 
Biographical Study by Alexander 
Altmann. Tuscaloosa, University 
of Alabama Press.

THERE WAS A TIMB, not so long 
ago, when Moses Mcndetssohn, "the 
hunchback philosopher" of Dessau 
and Berlin (1729-86), waa widely ad- 
mired for ushering In the period of 
Sewlsh Emancipation. The great 
19th-century historian of the Jewish 
people, Heinrich Graetz, called hint 
“the initlator of the rejuvenation 
and the renuscence of the Jewish 
people” and began the eleventh and 
concluding volume of his “Gesch- 
iehte der Juden” (History of the 
Jews) with a description of Mend- 
elsgohn's life and work. 

Others, especially after the rise 
of the Jewish natlonal movement 
and modern Zionism, see in Men- 
dlelszohn the thinker mainly res- 
ponsible for the growing assimila- 
tion of the Jews to their respective 
non-Jewish majorities—a trend which 
they denounced as a major threat 
to Jewish survival. While admitting 
that this offshot of the German- 
Jawish ghetto, turned into ἃ re- 
presentative figure of the German 
Enlightenment, was himself a loyal 
Jew, they pointed out that he was 
unable ta Keep his own children and 
grandchildren (ineluding the famous 
composer [Felix Mendelssohn-Bar-~ 
tholdy within the Jewlsh fold. 


OUR GENERATION is Iikely to take 
ἃ more bnlanced view.

EVEN WORSE than the ghetle of 
the villnge, however, is the ghelto of 
the mind, Mendel's desive for cscape 
is as much Internal ag external.

Not only docs grass 
grow greener elsewhere, but there 
are flowers as well, acres and 
acres of roses by every imaginoble 
name.

“No one,” his cousin and mentor 
answers. “And that piece of know- 
ledge is nearly as beautiful as the 
flowers themselves, Isn't that so?" 

This ig only the beginning of 
Mendel's release from ghettolam.

AUIS NEW and unique Haggada 
has reached Iarael only Jately, Its 
maln interest les in the fact that 
a Jewlsh community with a glorious 
past but new dying ‘has, for the 
first time in jts ‘history, Issued a 
luxurious Haggada of the aame 
class as the famous Sarajevo Hag- 
gada and others of that type. The 
{ilustrations are rich jn colour and 
design, photographed from ancient 
Haggadas published under Turldzh 
rule, to which have been added mod- 
ern maps and explanations — mostly 
in Greek — and a rich colleotlon 
of musical motes made by the edi- 
tor to perpetuate the melodies sung 
for gencrations by Salonican Jews 
(and presumably by other Sephardi 
Jews) at their Seder services. 

‘As an object of Jewish religious 
art, the latest Salonica Haggada 
will probably take Its place with 
those of Sarajevo, Munich, Avignon, 
Venice, Copenhagen, Amsterdam, 
Altona and Port, from each of 
which the editor borrowed some pa- 
ges. As an eclectic work it i 
rather unique. As a Haggada with 
so much Greek text in It, it js no 
doubt the only one of its kind. 


WHEN THB Jewish exiles from

WHEN THE FIRST volume of the 
Weizmann Letters appeared, Meyer 
Weisgal, the man who served him 
so faithfully and loved him this side 
of idolatry, explained bravely that 
the object was to present his beloved 
leader to the world, “warts and all.” 
Few warts were noticeable on Weiz- 
mann in the Jetters published in the 
first two volumes — his only dis- 
cernible flaw was that he apparent- 
ly wrote duplicate love letters to 
two women at the same time, an 
amiable weakness at worst, He re- 
fera briefly to ‘this perlod of his 
fe in a letter to Vera in the present 
yolume: “Moiseychik (his brother) 
made a greater fool of himself than 
even I in the good old days, Can 
this be a family tralt7”" 

Other qualities, less forgivable 
than a lovelife in which the left 
hand did not now what the right 
was doing, emerge from the lateat 
volume of the Letters. Weizmann 
seems to have been a vicious back- 
biter: none of his friends was safe 
from his malice. 

Thus he writes to Vera about Dr. 
Moses Gaster (1856-1930; Rumanian- 
born Sephardi Chief Rabhi of Enug- 
land): “He is an absolute rogue, 
and he knows that 1 am aware of 
it; he is prepared to go along with 
ua at all costs, if only to over- 
throw Herzl. One has to be νοῦν 
careful of him.” Later he comments 
to her: “Gaster managed to under- 
mine any confidence he enjoyed, but 
not ingly. He was deeply in- 
volved intrigues...” 

Weizmann was also something of 
8 hypocrite: letter after letter to 
Gaster contain affectionate greetings 
to Gaster and his “dear family.” He 
uses Gaster greatly to further his 
personal career, When he misses a 
visit by Gaster to Manchester be- 
Cause he was not advised about it, 
he writes anxiously to ask if he 
allan ees the other man in any 


THD SAM® questionable approach 
is seen in his attitude to Herzl. He 
complains to Gaster that Herzl is 
the Russian Jews “with 
Methods that I cannot presume oven 
to try to describe — it is a great 
shame that a Jew can do this to 
Jews.” Later he writes that Herzl 
ἰδ trying to represent tho Russian 
opposition members of the Actions 
Committee to Vyacheslav Plehve, 
the Russian Assistant Minister and 
tben Minister of the Interlor and 
prctvanti-Semite, ag non-Zionists. “I 
ve definite proof of this assertion, 
phlch ia a serious charge against 
eral,” - 
Again: “Herzl is a clever operator, 
and ‘the great leader’ will be able 


Nf 


to force all decent people out of the 
movement, for he has weapons at 
his disposal that others would not 
even dare to consider.” 

When Herzl dies, Weizmann's atti- 
tude changes completely. “At this 
moment all the differences between 
us have disappeared, and I only 
have the image of a great creative 
worker in front of my eyes. I feel 
a great weight on my heart, the 
more 50 as you, are not with me, 
and deep grief... Verochka, put on 
mourning. We are all wearing it.” 
Then, in another letter, “What a 
heavy load has fallen on our shoul- 
ders... cries of od lo owdoh (7) rose 
and mixed with the weeping, and 
something snapped inside me.” 

It might be argued that this is 
merely the application of the prin- 
ciple of “aharei mot, kedoshim” to 
which Jews are particularly dodi- 
cated in regard to thelr leaders, to- 
gether with the corollary maxim, 
about the ving, nothing good. 

In the lght of recent claims in 
a letter to “The Times” by Pro- 
fesgor Zangwill, a strong critic of 
Israel, that his father, Israel Zang- 
will, the British novelist, practically 
invented Zionism, it ia interesting 
to see Welzmann's estiniate of the 
writer of "The Dreamers of the 
Ghetto.” Zangwill was a lending 


> eee for the Uganda pro- 
ject. 

Weizmann wrote to Menahem 
Mendel Ussishkin: "Zangwill is the 
true ideologist of Hast Africa; he 
went much further than Herz) would 
approve. He is in fact an opponent 

Palestine, because, in view, 
the old Jewish tradition, with its 
sacrifices and prayers, would have 
to be re-established and would ex- 
clude the building of a secular state 
there. He is acquainted neither with 
Judaism nor with the Jews, to the 
degree that, after a discussion of 
many hours, he heard me out in sl- 
lence when I asserted: ‘You are the 
photographer of the Ghetto and not 
ita psychologist’.” 

In a letter to Gaster Welzmann adds 
about Zangwill: “He is not acquaint- 
ed with the evolution of Zionism as 
a whole; Zioniam, according to him, 
depends on accidents.” 

Again to Ussishkin: “(Zangwill) 
defended Uganda with that churlish- 
ness, even cynicism, so characterisic 
of him... ‘This revolting speech arous~ 
ed my indignation.” He considered 
that Zangwill had “disgraced him- 
self terribly” because he had mar- 
ried the noveliat, Edith Ayrton, a 
non-Jewess, and had appeared with 
his bride at a banquet of the Order 
of Ancient Maccabesns, Nevertheless 


T expected.” 


OTHER LETTERS describe groat 
friends like Nahum Sokolow and 
Leo Motzkin, Norman SBentwich 
and ‘Max Nordau, in the most seath- 
ing terms, After reading these 
letters, one ig not as surprised as 
Weizmann was that some of his 
friends voted agalnst him in the 
‘thirties, and that Sokolow accept- 
ed the Zlonist Presidency when 
Weizmann fell. 

These criticiams, of course, would 
probably apply to every indefatig- 
able letter writer, thousands of 
whose lettera are preserved and pub- 
lished. Most of us have written 
knives for the backs of our frienda, 
ao it Is perhaps unfair to judge 
Weizmann too harshly, 

During this period, Welzmann's per- 
sonal position ‘mproved Imménsely: 
through the influence of the cri- 


_ ticised Dr. Gaster, he obtained the 


appointment at Manchester Univer- 
sity which was to bring s0 much 
renown to both him and to the Uni- 
versity. During most of the volume, 
he Is stil hard up, but this phase Is 
obviously due to end. In October, 
1908, he writes to Vera from Lon- 
don: “I implore you to send me at 
least 60-70 frs. I made a great 
mistake in my calculations.” And the 
following April he writes to Regina 
Schimmer: ‘I owe Esther (Shneer~ 
fon) about 80 marks, which I pro- 
mised to pay back by the Ist. But 
IT am in such a fix that I cannot 
raise money at thia moment. On the 
other hand, I shall most definitely 
have the money in a fortnight...” 

But the impecunious student was 
soon to be replaced by the soundly 
established scientist. Hia Urilliance 
as a scientist soon asserta itself in 
Manchester. Almost casually, he de- 
scribes remarkable achievements in 
the laboratory, both for his pro- 
fessor and for a Russian dyestuff 
manufacturer, 

The letters reveal signs of both 
snobbery and arrogance. He is often 
contemptuous about London, particu- 
larly the London Jews. “I am now 
in Whitechapel. Lord, what horror! 
Stench, foul amells, emaciated Jew- 
iah faces.” “The Hast End Jews (a 
mob and rebble)..." "The Whitechapel 
masses are & wretched aight. Herded 
into a filthy ghetto, perceptibly de- 
tached from Judaism, strangera to 
English culture!" “Bxcept for a 
small group of clean, honest and 
educated leaders, there are only the 
plebs, In the worst meaning of the 
word.” “Here there ia nothing but 
the plebs, plebs, plebs, a total ab- 
sence of an even remotely cultured 
human being..." 

The previous icttera indicated a 
tendency towards paranole, which 
again figures In thia book. If any- 
body doesn’t write to him — on tho 
double —- reproaches come posthaste 
from this remorseless correspondent. 
He writes to Ussishkin: “I am com- 
pletely unable to understand what 
makes you and the other comrades 
behave in such a way towarda us. 
I receive no replies to my inquiries, 
letters or telegrarus... As between 


intrigues, and I haven't found my 
way through them os yet.” 

Some aspects of tha letters to 
Vera are clearly mannered in the 
Russian style of somebody who. grew 
up reading Dostoevsky. "I keep get- 
ting a mocd, and it's growing with- 
in me at this moment, Intenalfying 
into a feeling of despair..." “My 
mood has improved a little, and a 
somewhat dumb apathy has set in,” 
To Catherine Dorfman he writes a 
sudden ietter: “I am in very low 
spirits, and, besides, what 15 there 
to write about? What I could have 
liked is to talk, to recall the good 
old days; how good they wero, how 
young we then were, how everything 
has become stale since then.” When 
he wrote this letter, he was 29 years 
old, on the threshold of 4 great 
career ag acientist and statesman: if 
the old daya were δὸ good, he never 
mentioned this in the letters he 
wrote at the time. 

Vera writes to him in the same 
Russtan-model style, although her 
model ls Chekhov, Welzmann ls alao 
hypochondriacal all the time about 
his health: at the drop of a hat he 
collapses with fatigue, coughs blood, 
does everything except sing “Mimi.” 


YET HIS ACHIEVEMENTS during 
this perlod arc ‘ering’: one won- 
ders how he found the time, with all 
this letter-writing to do, to produce 
mognificent aclentific attainments 
with one hand, whilo with the other 
he demolished the pro-Uganda group, 
The latter were led by the revered 
Herzl, using all those dirty tricks 
Welzmnann has mentioned: Weizmann 
had behind him only the Ruaflan 
Jews, whom he froquently describes 
as a rabble, disunited, apathetic: 
he found the Russian rich arrogant 
boors, and the poor utterly useless, 
Nevertheless, he hammers down the 
citadel of the mighty, united, re- 
spectable, arlatacratic Western Zion- 
lista. Behind thelr backs he secs 
high-ranking civil servants in Great 
Britain — the prelude to those In- 
credible interviews which culmi- 
nated in the Balfour Declaration — 
and soon establishes that the Ugan- 
da project is a carrot s0 small ag to 
be almost non-exlatent. 

His tactical touch 15 as unerring 
as his strategic vision. He keeps up 
& constant stream of advice to Us- 
sishkin, Ben-Zion Mossinsohn and 
others as to how they should demol- 
ish the Herzlian myths. He saw with 
fanatical clarity that there could be 
no way stations on the road to Zion. 
He also realized that the centre of 
gravity had moved to Great Britain 
— his going to Manchester was as 
much to obtain a base from which 
to launch his Zionist sorties as to 
set himself up actentifically. Yet 
something did go awry during this 
period — his great university project 
gradually collapsed. 

The letters are engrossing, and 
reveal a very human young man in- 
deed, possessed of that vitality of 
thought which marks all Zionists, 
obviously destined to be a leader of 
men, certain to make many enemies 
and to achieve great things for him- 
self and his people. 
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"IN THE SOVIET Unlon every- 
one works. Special inspectors 
search out people who don't work, 
and demand to know how they 
live. In Israel, we search for work, 
and no one asks us how we live.” 

“A Soviet kalkhoznik works his 
horse eight months a year. The 
other four months, weather con- 
ditions keep the horse in the 
stable. But It continues to get its 
fodder, because of the work ahead. 
Are we Jews returning to our 
motherland less than a beast in 
the Soviet Union?" 

These two statements, delivered 
heatedly in Ashdod by immi- 
grants from Soviet Georgia, are 
airly typical of the bitterness we 
found still smouldering over the 
seasona] dismissals in Ashdod 
Port. Resentment and a sense of 
injury have not completely sub- 
sided after the hunger strike and 
subsequent outburst which 
brought some 2,000 members of 
the community into the streets in 
an angry mass demonstration. 

There ts, of course the in- 
evitable second side of the story. 
Officials in Ashdod point out that 
there is no shortage of work for 
willing hands. Their words were 
confirmed by one 18-year-old re- 
cent immigrant from Georgia who 
told us that he and his brother 
together earn around 1300 daily 
as plasterers for a local building 
contractor. 

The less charitable critics of 
the demonstrators allege ‘that 
their insistence on full-time, vear- 
round employment in the port ja 
an ill-concealed attempt to Iega- 
lize malingering, because the laid- 
off workers know that there is 


in fact no work for them several : 


months in the year. Some even 
hint that this preference for work 
in the port ought to be viewed in 
the light of the many stories of 
black market activities in Geor- 


gia. 

But if the latter suspicion ἰ5 
completely speculative, neither 
will that of “gold-bricking” stand 
close serutiny. Take the case of 
30-year-old Avraham Mikhallash- 
vill, married with two children, 
A store worker in Batumi, he 
worked 14 consecutive months 85 
a porter at Ashdod. before being 
called up for rendrve duty in the 
army, At the end of a five-week 
atint, he returned to the port to 
learn that there was no work 
for him any longer. 


“I never did military service in 
the Soviet Union — there were 
ways of avoiding it. Here I went 
off at the first summons. Is there 
no ‘law in Israel which keeps a 
man's job for him while he's 
away on military service?” 

In an insult-a nad to μίαν re- 
collection, with the nodding cor- 
roboration of other immigrants 
standing around us, Avraham 
Mikhailashvill said that the La- 
bour Lv τὰν frequently sent ap- 
plicants for jobs on a wild goose 
chase for positions already taken. 

“Some of us have to ride two 
buses to the Labour Exchange, 
and at least one more to app! 
for the Job. So by the time we 
get home we are still out of 
work, and about two lira out of 
Pocket.” 


ASHDOD OFFICIALS who sym- 
pathize with the immigrants’ prob- 
lems nevertheless point out that 
nowhere in the world is an in- 
dustry that is subject to season- 
al fluctuations compelled to em- 
ploy permanent workers exclusive- 


ly and the port's economy would . 


collapse if it had to keep all 
personnel the year round. tf Ta. 
rnel's labour laws were amended 
So 88 to restrict seasonal employ- 
ment, ἃ number of other impor- 
tant branches of the economy and 
all sections of the population — 
not just immigrants from Geor- 
gin — would be affected. No such 
restriction would be feasible with- 
out huge compenastive state sub- 
sidies. ' 

Even that would not be a solu- 
tion for the vacuum created by 
the withdrawal of an important 
source of “mobile” labour from 
the market. Port workers would 
be sitting, virtually idle but draw- 
ing pay. while whole branches of 
agricu ture, as well as the can- 
ning industry would be desperate 
for hands. :

activities. She not only helps ex- 
plain Israeli procedures to callers 
at the Council offices but visits 
families in thelr homes to explain 
the local situation and regulations. 
She has already been instru- 
mental in forming eight discus- 
sion groups. 2 

“T cannot get funds to hire 
another immigrant, who is badly 
needed {f we are to cover the 
different ee of the city," he 
complained in exasperation. He 
recently obtained the agreement 
of a respected member of the 
community, Yehuda Yosefashvili, 
to undertake the work. ‘‘He want- 
ed IL1,000 a month, and the thin 
fell through because I couldn't 
Obtain that allocation.” : 

“The Georgians are in a unique 
situation,” Mir. Cohen pointed out 
"Previous immigrant settlers in 
Ashdod, whether from Argentina, 
South Africa or Morocco, in- 
variably found someone already 
here who spoke their language 
and could usually refer to a com- 
munal association. The Georgians, 
including those who speak Rus- 
alan, were completely on their 
own,” 

The Counci] chief strongly 
doubted that there was any rea 
basis to the oft-voiced Immigrant 
complaint about the “unfair” prac- 
tice of Ashdod employers of dis- 
missing workers at the end of 
six months to avoid granting 
them tenure. "This could be true 
of the ‘seasonal’ industries,” he 
sald, “but there are many fac- 
tories looking for steady, per- 
manent workers.

ASHDOD'S GEORGIAN newcom- 
ers today number some 900 fam- 
ies totalling between four and 
five thousand souls. They have 
now formed thelr own communal 
association with an “elected but 
paid” chairman and a small full- 
time staff. The chairman, red- 
haired, freckled Avraham Ste- 
plashvilf denies that there is any 
official ‘link between the associa- 
tion and the Agudat Israel Party 
but he frankly concedes that the 
association relies on the party for 
“political protektsia,"” 

In the one-roomed office that 
the association shares with a 
local Aguda branch, the 31-year- 
old electronic engineer told me: 

“We turned to the Municipality, 
to the Alignment and to Gahal 
for assistance in obtaining pre- 
mises, but in vain, The Aguda 
helped. In any case, between 80 
and 85 per cent of our people are 
Aguda members, and not mem- 
bers of the Histadrut. 

“The party also gives us poli- 
tleal help, including making our 
voice heard in the Knesset. What 
did the Histadrut do for us when 
we were striking? 

“But we have no political com- 
mitments to the Party," he added 
hurriedly. "My own first loyalty 
is definitely to the community aa 
a whole.” 

1 told Mr. Stepiashvili that 
earlier in the day, four different 
Georgians had told me that the 
employment situation was 50 
bleak that they would take their 
families back the minute the 
road to the U.S.S.R. was open 
again.” 

He reacted _ energetically. 
"Stupid talk. The situation Is bad, 
but we won't drink from a well 
we spat in,” be declared, revers- 
ing the Russian proverb about 
not spitting into a well one drinks 


rom, 

His emphatic denial met with 
loud protestations from some of 
the members of the community 
sitting in the office. Later, thay 
cornered me to explain, in 
Russian, that they are seriously 
considering leaving Israel — 
“though not necessarily to go 


back to the Soviet Union, There 


are other places,” one asserted, 


LIKE ALMOST every Georgian 
I spoke to, Mr. Steplashvili was 
at pains to stress that the Jewish 
community lived well, in some 
casos, luxuriously, in the U.S.8.R. 
There was no trace of anti-Semi- 
tiam in Georgia, and if entire com- 
munities ‘‘gave up everything to 
come home to Israel,’ then the 
least the Israelis could do was to 
extend a brotherly hand — “to 
new olim generally and to those 
from Georgia in particular.” 


Why Georgians in particular? 
Because Georgian Jews repay 
friendship a hundredfold, he in- 
sisted, but would react to pressure 
in similar fashion. He said there 
were recent instances of Geor- 
gians being dismissed from work 
by private firms for no other rea- 
son than that they helonged to 
the community. 

In fact, the recent mass de- 
monatration has intensified the 
anxiety Ashdod employers feel 
with regard to the community. 
They note a certain increased as- 
sertiveness among them, and a 
eocky confidence that joint action 
ean win enforcement of demands. 


The Georgians’ success in get- 
ting the Government to guarantee 
an income, language inatruction 
and on-the-job training for {πὸ 
34 laid-off workers until they 
return to work at the port in 
October, is not likely to be taken 
lying down by laid-off workers 
from other communities. In the 
words of ona factory manager in 
Ashdod, ‘The others are going to 
learn from it.” 

Research carried out by this 
factory indicates that one of the 
major difficulties in dealing with 
the Georgians in Ashdod was 
their high degree of isolation 
physical as well as linguistic and 
cultural. Whole new districta of 
Ashdod are being given over to 
them exclusively. Little is.done to 
remedy the situation. There are 
no sultable ulpanim, not even a 
Synagogue, let alone a cultural 
cub where they can meet in their 
own district. 

In the opinion of the research- 
erg, the concession to the 
hunger strikers averted an ugly 
confrontation. But whether it has 
solved more problems than it 
created will depend on the way in 
which the authorities make use 
of the time they have won.

T 
aturted taking my designs to tex- 
tle printing factories and found 
1 was selling quile nicely, 1 had 
no technical knowledge of how ta 
adapt a design for screen print- 
ing und repeats, colour separa- 
ilons and so on. One of the en- 
gineers in a factory I worked 
with taught me the technical side 
and gra ually by doing practical 
work, I built up experience. [ 
certainiy learnt the hard way, but 
I think that after all these years 
Ι can pride myself on under- 
standing textile design from the 
thread through the final printing 
technique.” 

A lot of Miriam's bold, swirling 
designs, brilliant colour blends or 
patterns like stylized Lapestry 
weaves are Bukharian-influenced. 
The daughter of a. fifth-genera- 
tion Jerusalem family, she grew 
up in the Bukharian Quarter, and 
remembers vividly that until 1948, 
the neighbours used to wear tra- 
ditional costume every day. “And 

. on Saturday, group after group of 
them would walk past, dressed in 
the ‘most-- brilliantly colourful, 
flowing: robes, This has definitely 
influenced my designs, At the 
same time,-my smaller, more ro- 
mantic, flower prints are strictly 

- Guropeon in origin.” 


FOR MANY YEARS, Mirlam and 
Jerry Melitz worked together in 
very close cooperation. He had, by 
then, established himself as a 
fashion designer, and she pro- 
vided him with prints exactly 
suited to the lines of his clothes 
and the fabrics he wanted to use. 
it was ἃ good partnership from 
both their points of view, giving 
Miriam a say in what was done 
with her finished print, and Jerry 
i range of “made to measure" ex- 
elusive designs, suited perfectly 
to his style. At the same time, 
Miriam sold designs for fashion 
and furnishing fabrics, houschold 
textiles, even underwear, ond also 
executed technical textile design 
work. ; 

A major break came in 1967 
when a display of their work rt 
the Export Institute led to a tie- 
up with Heberlon, Israel licencees 
for Banlon. Miriam's textile prints 
on Banion made up into Jerry's 
fashions gained world-wide pub- 
licity, and the couple were invited 
to attend an Isracl Week at Β., 
Altman in New York, Altman 
later contracted with them for an 
exclusive range of printed can- 
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vas luggage, and another New 
York firm commissioned them to 
design a complete Ilne of furnish- 
ing fabrics.

other circumstances capture the 
shyecst of stags, we secure him 
onee more, This time we take 
him threshing madly, breathing 
heavily down the back of our 
neck and taking small nips out 
of our ears, to consult an expert 
and find out if there is some phy- 
siologieal reason for his behaviour 
or if he is, as we think, just 
eculiar and a slave to a bad ha- 
it which he cannot now kick.

While kishuim may be used as a substitute in any seaplant 
dish, tho §reater tendorness and the delicate flavour of the 
former make it suitable for dishes unadaptable to the more 
robust opeplant.

The nature 
of the vegetable contributes to the pale green colour and 
light creamy texture of the dish. 

Cut into thick slices (3-4 cm.) about a kilo of kishuim. 
Tho usual ones are good, but avon better are the dark groon, 
“village” varioty. ok them in as little water an possible 
until they are very soft (about 16 minutes). 

If you figure well, there should be virtually no oxcess 
water; but otherwiso drain, and allow to cool. Mash them 
with a fork, a potatoe masher, or tho French fae et known 
as a Moull. Unfortanately, this process can’t lone In a 
blender, ay it destroya the deticate texture of the dish. 

In a large bow!, mix the mashed kishuim — preferably 
using a wooden spoon — with three heaped tablespoous of 
flour, & grated onion, a handfal of chopped parsley, a pinch 
of grated nutmeg, a tablespoon of οἷ}, three eggs, and salt 
and pepper to taste. After mixing for a few minutes, the 
mixture should take on the consistency of a thick cake 
batter. Pour into a greased casserole dish and back uncovered 
in 5 medium hot oven for μπὲ least 35 minutes. If the dish 
has to wait for gaests who may he late, it can bo safely 

loft in a warm oven for up to two hours. 

You can enhance the flavour of the casxerolo by the ad- 
dition of cithor a package of non-fat white cheese or up to 
half a cup of grated yellow or parmosan cheese.
